Pennsylvania May Not Get 
Great Benefit From 
Huge U. S Fund

H A RRISBURG , April 27 —O f­ 
ficiai Pennsylvania todav aw ait­ 
ed with interest President Roose­ 
velt’s “fireside talk” to the n a­ 
tion tomorrow night in which he 
iw expected to outline the pro­ 
cedure for disbursing $4,880.000,- 
000 to give jobs to the unem ­ 
ployed. 
The president’s radio speech took 
on the aspect of “key” importance in 
the wake of Gov. George H. Earle's 
revelation that Pennsylvania stands 
to lose a share of its portion of the 
public works fund because of its in­ 
ability to borrow money. 
Clear Up Situation. 
He said the decision rested with 
Washington as to whether the money 
would be distributed in the form of 
loans or outright grants, adding that 
“there is a prospect” the money will 
have to be repaid. 
State officials 
said they expected the president’s 
disclosure of procedure for the new- 
program to clear up the situation. 
Wrapped up with the question of 
Pennsylvania’s ability to get into 
step with the program was the legis­ 
lative deadlock over new taxation 
to finance jobless relief during the 
next biennium. Behind this dispute

leged Infringements. 
The air ministry promptly warned

taken if the offenses were repeated 
Reports published in the United 
States that Germany had warned 
British pilots of penalties appeared 
to be without foundation.

The drive 
apparently 
dispelled 
hope of the adm inistration for ex­ 
tension of the taxes w ithout involv­ 
ing congress in a

battle. 
Seek Lower Taxes 
Along with the dem and for tariff 
taxes will be a fight to lower the 
taxes on cigarettes, autom obiles and 
sim ilar products, and to abolish the 
one-cent federal gasoline tax. 
The fact th a t congress ran away 
from its leaders in 1932 and imposed 
tariff-tax es on Ml, lumber, coal and 
copper paved the way for the tariff 
battle.

negotiating reciprocal tariff treaties, 
the m ovem ent m enaces the entire 
Roosevelt policy of lowering traffs 
through agreem ent in an effort to 
stim ulate international trade.

will be of interest to very m any out­ 
side the m em bership of the club. 
At the “Historical T ea” which is 
the closing m eeting of the club on 
May 27, scenes from the history will 
be depicted in a pageant entitled
